There's a profit incentive to working 
on the farm too. Cénpers are paid an hourly 
wage for thetr works. When the camper 
works ten hours he receives a card which 
makes him a "Weeder of the World." At the 
end of the summer this card is his invitation 
to a parry given iby the -ebatt of Khe “Farm. 

When the camper works on the Vegetable 
Farm he ts creating just as the writer and 
the artist creates, Although his fob may 
at times seem dull or monotonous, ft ts 
the feeling of accomolishment which makes 
the work rewarding. .

Ihe emblems 
and decorations were done in one color, but some of the nee 
tures and covers were done in three colors, using one screen 
fer each color. = 

the silk screening process is a Simple one. tne design 
is first cut out of a piece of film with a wax backing. the 
film is adhered to a screen of silk, and the wax is peeled 
off. Paint is pressed through the cut part onto the paper with 
a ruober squeegee. In this way many beautiful effects are 
achieved. 

The Silk Sereen Shop is very closely associated ‘with the 
Print Shop,. for silk screened stationery is often combined with 
printed envelopes. Many of the publications are iliustrated 
by silk screening; and the tWeeder's Digest,” "Summer Leaves," 
the songbook, and the yearbook have silk screened covers.

In the shop too are the presses which turn out fine Buck's 
Rock stationdry. Over 240 campers have printed personal station- 
ery this season, 

The publication produced regularly is the "Weeder's Digest," 
a weekly magazine. Play scripts for the Drama Department ave 
typed and mimeographed here. Also done in great number are the 
song sheets and the pages of the new song book. 

The two largest publications are the yearbook and "Summer 
Leaves," a creative writing magazine.

All the fresh vegetables grown during 
the weeks we've been here were sold, plus hot buttered corn 
(cooked by 1tshmaél), borscht, and pickles. 

The kitchen played an important purt in the selling 
program. Campers picked the products, sold them to the 
kitchen, were paid by the kitchen, and then at meal- 
~~ tines ute the very same products. : 

Overy stop was aguin a member of the SppC (Shop 
Production Planing Committee}. This is the group that de- 
~ cides which shop products should be mass-produced for selling 
and which should uot. Hach shop elects a delegate to represent 
it. the representative is then in charge of seving thit the 
v articles that are made are ready to be put on sale. 

Shop, selling had a very good year again, with the profits 
after each sale rising higher and higher. The people who 
— designed products to be sold were givenfive hours shop credit. 
the wage was determined by dividing the total income by tke 
total number-of hours worked by everyone.
